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LIMIT TO FREE SPEECH. 


In the opinion of 
the 
Supreme 


Court, as handed down in the Gitlow 
case, the constitutional 
provision 


for freedom of speech cannot be ex- 
tended to cover the freedom claimed 
by extremists when they hold that 
inciting riot and even assassination 
is pernnssable so long as actual deeds 
do not follow words, and contending 
that unless the) thing 
is actually 


done or attempted there should be 
no punishment The Supreme Court 
unanimously 
rejects 
this 
view, 


•nhich amounts to the claim that in- 
citement to murder, unless accom- 
panied by murder, is within the legit- 
imate scope of free speech. 
The 


majority of the court, in the Gitlow 
case, holds that the public advocacy 
ot the overthrow of the government 
by violence, force or methods 
in 


themselves unlawful, under any cir- 
cumstances, is properly penalized by 
the criminal anarchy law of the State 
of New York, and that "such utter- 
ances by their very nature involve 
danger to the public peace and to the 
security of the state." 


But Justice Holmes, with Justice 


Brandels concurring in a dissenting 
opinion, which does not deny thai 
such utterances may involve danger 
to the public peace and the security 
of the state, takes the ground that 
if the actual danger is remote, or 
fairly remote, the state can afford to 
ignore the offense in the interest ol 
a large and ample liberty of expres 
sion most conducive to successful 
government by public opinion. As

in °e'act?Ba|ae is whether the violent 
and incendiary speech createe 
"clear and present danger," and in 
his 
view 
GiUow's 
revolutionary 


pamphlet does not do this, the dan- 
ger involved in it being "too futile 
and remote" to be taken very ser- 
iously. And certainly it would ap- 
pear to be beyond the bounds of pos- 
sibility that 
Gitlow's 
mouthings 


could set in motion forces capable 
of overthrow ing the government of 
the United States. Though this man 
may merit punishment, no liberal- 
winded observer can fail to be 1m- 
prcsesd by Justice Holmes's Idea that 
tiieie is greater safety for a modern 
rlate in a large liberty of expression 
than in any limitation thereof. 


Fres speech to the utmost limit 


consistent with public safety is not 
only a precious possession without 
which no democracy can hope 
to 


survive, but it even looks toward the 
state's security by providing a useful 
vent fcr popular discontent and pas- 
sion. 
The view of Justice Holmes 


is all the more notable and impres- 
sive at a time in the history of this 
country when even among the most 
respectable classes of citixena there 
is so much talk about the limitation 
of freedom and the denial ot Individ* 
ual liberty.

AMERICAN KNIGHTS, 


The first native American to be 


knighted by an English monarch, 
was Sir William Pepperall, who was 
born in Kittery, Maine, 229 years 
ago today, June 27, 1696. His father 
was a. Welshman who came to Amer- 
ica as an apprentice to a fisherman. 
Tbe son became a 
merchant- and 


amassed a large fortune. As a mil- 
itary leader he took part in several 
conflicts with the Indians, and at- 
tained much distinction. 


For thirty-two years he was a 


member of the 
royal 
council of 


Massachusetts, and as chief justice 
of common pleas he won eminence 
as a jurist 
He was knighted for 


Ills success as leader of the expedi- 
tion against Louisburg, the French 
stronghqld on Cape Breton, after- 
wards attaining the rank of 
Lt. 


General in the British army. Since 
Pepperall's time many Americans 
have achieved knighthood and high- 
er British, honors. Lord Astor and 
Lord Shaughnessy, the former a 
native of New York and the latter 
of Milwaukee, being among the more 
prominent examples of our own day. 


MORMOXISM. 
" 


The "prophet" founder and first 


president of the Mormon Church, 
Joseph Smith, was assassinated 8l 
years ago today. 
Contrary to the • 


belief ot most people, 
Mormonism! 


was not started in Utah, but was' 
founded'by Smith at Fayette, Seneca 
county, N Y , In 1830. 
Smith al- 


leged that he had been inspired by 
an angel to dig up golden plates on 
which the records of Mormon were 
alleged to be Inscribed. 
In IS31 


Smith and several hundred followers 
removed to Kirkland, O., and a little 
later founded a settlement in Miss- 
ouri, and when driven out of that 
state* went to Illinois, where 
they 


founded the "holy city" of Nawoo. 


A newspaper of the town printed 


an alleged exposure of Smith and 
the plant of the paper -was destroyed 
Smith was blamed for this, and after 
i ifylng the militia for'a time, Smith 
and his brother Hiram were arrest- 
ed and lodged in jail at Carthage. 


On the night of June 17. 1844, a 


mob attacked the jail, overpowered 
the guard, shot the prophet and his 
brother. 


Brigham Young succeeded to the 


leadership, and led the 
Mormons 


across the prairies and the moun- 
tains to tbe promised land around 
Sreat Salt Lake.
